'Want $500,000 Damage on Account 


of the Anti-Chinese Mobs at 


Butte, Montana. 


Washington, D. C., July 10.—The 


Chinese government through Minister 
Wu Ting Fang, has filed a claim for 
Indemnity to .the amount of $500,- 
000 on acount of alleged outrageous 
treatment 'of the Chinese at Butte, 
Mont. 


It is charged that some of the Chi- 


nese were killed, others lost their 
property, and nearly all were ruined 
in business Jind many of them driven 
out. 
The claimants number severa' 


hundred. 


The outrages date back to 1886. and 


It is declared that the ~City Council 
of Butte upheld the rioters and that 
the state court decided, in language 
so unjudicial as to be itself a subject 
of complaint, that the city council 
was right.

are not satisfied with this.

counterfeit of butter in appearance, 
well knowing that when so made it 
will be unconsciously, purchased . by 
people who ask for butter. 
They 


claim further that the oleomargarine 
industry will be destroyed • if butter 
color cannot be used.

Denver, Col.. July 10.—Chris Jensen, 


insane with a violent homicidal mania, 
has escaped lynching because of the 
inhuman brutality of his crimes and 
the unusual character of his .madness. 
The details of his crimes are shocking. 
He was taken by the police with his 
hands stained with the blood of Ar- 
mrnla Bullis, a woman 70 years old. 
he had just murdered. The knife with 
which he had done his work was un- 
sheathed in his hand. When arrested 
he laughed insanely and asked if the 
"woman he had cut was In a serious 
condition. The Kinport crime was not 
then known at headquarters. 
, Jensen occupied cell No. 2 at 
the 


City Hall, which is .the one 
Albert 


Cowan inhabited for 
many 'weeks. 


While he is in the cell he is ferociously 
crazy", but as soon as they take him 
out he calms down and is crazy only in 
his talk. The cap which Chief Arm-- 
strong tried to get Jensen to identify 
was a cap found on the dump near 
which Jessie Kinport was found. 


Jessie Eln port's Story. 


Late in the evening -Jessie Kinport 


recovered consciousness and told her 
story for the first time. She says she 
retired for the night at half-past ten. 
Prior to that, while sitting on the 
porch, a stranger demanded a glass of 
water, whk.i she gave him. Roughly 
the description corresponds with that 
of Jensen. 
Neighbors also say the 


same man came to their houses at a 
l»te hour, soliciting a drink or water. 
After going to bed Miss Kinport fell 
asleep almost Immediately and did not 
know what time had elapsed before she 
awoke with a choking sensation, to 


• find her throat in the grasp of a man 


who leaned over her. 
Then she lost 


consciousness and knew nothing of 
what happened until told last night. 
The child's injuries are serious and are 
likely to result fatally. 


An F.arll«r Heport. 


Denver.Col. July 10.—Jessie KinportJ 


the 14-year-old- daughter of Mrs. Car- 
rie D. Kinport who resides at 119 West 
Ninth Avenue, was attacked and hor- 
ribly mutilated in her room'during the 
absence of her mother , during 
the 


night. "Jack the Ripper." her assail- 
ant, Is arrested. Mrs. 
Kinport had 


been away during the 
evening and 


upon returning home found the doors 
open. 


Hastening to her daughter's 
room 


she found the bed clothes strewn about 
and blood spattered over the room. The 
girl was nowhere to be seen. 


She aroused the neighbors, who be- 


gan searching the neighborhood. About 
midnight tlv ? found the girl in a va- 
cant lot nea- by, unconscious and fear- 
fully mutl!t.ced. 


The police authorities were notified, 


but not before Chris Jensen had been 
brought to the station by Policeman 
Lambert, who had arreted him on tho 
outskirts of the city. Lambert came 
upon Jensen about a mile and a half 
from the scene of the crime. 


As Lambert 
approached, Jensen 


whipped out a knife and shouted to the 
officer that he would not be taken to 
jail. 
Lambert disarmed Jensen and

.from a woman, saying that he had 
cut her up pretty badly. The' knife 
he had threatened the officer with was 
covered with blood. 


Shortly after Jensen was locked up 


the police department was notified of 
the attack upon the little Kinport girl. 
They Immediately connected Jensen 
with the affair. 


•Jensen admitted to Chief Armstrong 


that he had stabbed and cut a woman, 
but said that he had met her in the 
street and she had bumped against him 
.as he was passing by. From his ac- 
tions the police are convinced that Jen- 
;-'sen is demented. 


An investigation of the footprints at 


"the' scene of the crime shows that the 
rsboes worn- by Jensen fit the marks ex- j 
^actly. The police are sure that Jensen I 
Is the guilty person, and that he is | 
the "Jack the Ripper" who commiUed | 
numerous attacks made upon women ' 
of late.

been defeated by the French students 
and teachers, who positively decline 
to permit the draping of the models In 
bathing trunks.

Are bathing gar- 
ments placed on the subject in the 
dissecting-room? No. We are study- 
ing the human body with equal serious- 
ness from another point of view.

in which there is not a free-for-all 
race with many entries.-But the large 
attendance is due more to the reunion 
of Democrats, who have not been to- 
gether in Ohio since 1896. 


Nearly all the old leaders, of this 


class are here now, a^fl they are given 
places of prominence on committees 
and organization generally. While they 
consider the financial question settled, 
those who are being denominated the 
conservatives in opposing so-called 
isms that they think wjll hadicap the 
party as it has been hadicapped by cer- 
tain alliances in the past. They are 
with the McLean men as .against the 
Johnson men in the proposed "new de- 
parture" of the latter on, taxation, mu- 
nicipal ownership, etc.
